H E former ac chalk. ke: aalen to 5 
Samuel, concludes with an account of 
the famous battle between the Iſraelites 
and the Philiſtinets: in which the 6A 
a were entirely routed. 

The Philiſtines cloſely purſurd "Saul. 80 "his 
ſons ;" three af which, Janathan, Abinadab, and 
Malchiſbua, fell in the purſuit; and Saul himſeif, Ii 
being hard preſſed by the enemies ode Was in 
very great danger. 

Finding himſelf forely a * A 
to fall into the enemics hands, he bid his Armour- 
bearer run him thro' with his ſword ; but he not 
daring to do it, Saul fell upon his own ſword, and 
expir'd : Which his faithful ſervant. Pereiiag. 
drew his ſword and diſpatch'd himſelf. | 5 

David (as appears from the beginning of the 
ſecond book of Samuel) had not been above two 
days at Ziblag. before the ſad news of this defeat 
was brought to him by an Amalelite; who, giving

11——16. but occaſioned: his 
expreſſing himſelf in ſuch accents of ſorrow and 


lamentation, as are recorded in this chapter; ; from

23, 26.) David cloſes this excellent and admir'd 
lamentation in the words of the text, How are 
_ the mighty fallen, and the weapons of war periſt'd! 
Some interpreters. take he weapons of wal, pro. 
perly; becauſe the Iſraelites, in this fatal battle, 
| loſt not only their brave commanders and ſoldiers, 
but their arms and inſtruments of war alſo, But 
others underſtand it metaphorically, for the per- 
ſons who managed thoſe weapons; thoſe who had 
the command and conduct of the war. And then 
the ſenſe is the ſame with the former part of the 
text Ho are the b un and * Wes. 
pons of war periſhed. 
Now if David was ſo 10 affected at the 
news of the fall of him whole death made way 
for his own acceſſion to the throne of 1/rae,, 
as to expreſs himſelf in fo pathetical and paſſionate 
a manner, it will ſurely be very unbecoming in «5, 
upon the ſudden and ſurprizing news of the death 
of a far greater and better prince than king Saul, 
to be wholly ſenſeleſs and unaffected ; or to con- 
tribute never a flower to adorn his hearſe. 
He is fallen, under whoſe wiſe, and juſt, and 


indulgent government at home, we of this nation

Upon the fall of a perſon ſo great, and of ſuch 
mighty influence on the publick happineſs, in ſo 
critical a juncture, it may therefore be juſtly e 
pected, that ſomething will be generally ſaid in 
our religious aſſemblies, in reſpect both to our own 
duty, and to his memory, who, under God, was 
the protector of all that could be dear and valu- 
able to us, either as men, or chriſtians. 
But this, not with any view. to the raiſing 
any diſtruſts for the preſent, or of forming melan- 
choly proſpects for the future; ſince we are ſtill 
under the protection of the ſame wiſe. and good 
providence we were before; and under the govern- 
ment of a moſt gracious Proteſtant prince, the in- 
heriter of his royal father's virtues, as well as of 
his crown; but that we may with due honour 
and decency. attend our late ſovereign to his 
grave, and pay his ſacred aſhes that tribute of 
 condolance (the only tribute we can now pay 
him) which. his perſonal excellencies, as well as 
regal: dignity; demand of us.

There were ſevetal conſiderations, we ſee, ths 
exeired David to bewail even the death of king 
Saul; who, tho' the Frſt, was none of the bef 
kings of Iſrael. But as it was our happineſs to 
Enjoy a Wile, a good, and excellent prince, ſo 
our ſorrow muſt, of neceſſity, ariſe in proportion 
te the ſenſe we r of the loſs ſuſtained by his 

eatn. 

Several reafons may be avon why the death 
of good princes ſhould © be thus lamented, but g: 
mall mention only theſe two. 
ff, Their memory may juſtly challenge this in

a publick, and more remarkable lamentation: 


When any extraordinary mourning happened a- 
mong them, it was ſaid to be lite the monrning 
of Haddadrimon in the valley of Megiddon ; which 
Was the mourning occaſioned by the death of that 
excellent prince; as we find, Zech. xii. ITI. 


No it publick lamentations ſhould be propor- 


tioned to the ſingular excellencies and uſefulneſs 
_of mighey men when they fall, what juſt cauſe 
have w to expreſs our ſorrow and concern, on 
the ſudden and ſurprizing death of aur late gra- 
cious ſovereign, by all the ways that gratitude and 
affetction, can poſſibly inſpire us with? On the 
death of a prince, whouwas paſſeſ d oF all the 
royal and human virtues, that au nation cou 
weſh"to foe united in à go vornour; who before he 

mong us, had given the world all the proof 
that could ariſe from a long experience, that no

and continually promoted the proſperity and hap» 
pineſs of his people: a prince, whoſe known 
wiſdom, juſtice, and ſteadineſs, plac'd him at the 
head of affairs abroad; and upon whom the eyes 
of all good men were earneſtly fix d; daily wait 
ing for the happy. effects of his prudent councils 
and endeavours to ſupport the Proteſtant intereſt; 
to redreſs the grievances of its profeſſors; to pre- 
ſerve the peace and tranquility of Europe. Again, 

à⁊aly, There is ſometimes another adn (tho? 
God: be praiſed it has no place: among us) for 
lamenting the fall of mighty men; namely, the 
confuſion and diforder, things before well ſettled; 
are apt to be put into, at ſuch a time. "When 
princes die, eſpecially when they die ſuddenly and 
unexpectedly, they ſurprize thoſe depending upon 
them, with wonder and aſtoniſhment. Men are 
amaz d and ſtand looking one upon another; 
having ſuch a damp upon their ſpirits, that they 
know not well what to think or do. Upon ſuch 
occaſions as theſe; enemies are ee and 
ſeldom fail of making ſome advantages, to pro- 
mote their own deſigns. Affairs are uſually; in 
ſome meaſure diſturb d; and when they are ſo, 
arg cannot W . how they

may ſettle again. There is a great variety of in. 
cidents, that may poſſibly fall in, to prevent their 
fixing on ſo good bottom as before; ſuch as the 
fickleneſs and inconſtancy of mens humours; the 
folly/ and perverſeneſs of ſome; and the malice 
and intrigues of others; the different views, and 
claſhing intereſts, of divided parties; beſides ten 
thouſand unforeſeen accidents, or croſs events, 
which may occaſion much diſorder in a nation,

We have great cauſe to bleſs the good Provi- 
_ dence of God, that all this, as to us, is zom only 
matter of ſpeculation. Tho' our fun did ſer, 
(did ſer ſuddenly and unexpectedly) yet no dark- 
neſs ſacceeded, but another immediately aroſe, 
with equal glory and ſplendor, above us. We 
© enjoy a bleſſing unknown to theſe nations for 
« more than an hundred years paſt, of a prince 
© iImmediate]y” and peaccably ſucceeding to the 
«throne of his deccaſed father.” And we have 
all poſſible reaſon to expect the greateſt - happi- 
neſs and ſecurity under his government. His 
many princely virtues, and the affection he has 
always expreſſed for our Conſtitution both in 
Church and State, as well as his gracious decla- 
tation to his Council, (wherein there appears ſuch

So that, tho the death of our late king, upon 
| many accounts, calls for our lamentation and 
mourning; and his memory will be ever gloxious 
and dear to all, who have any real concern for 
their religion or country; yet we have juſt cauſe 
for thankfulneſs to God too; who was pleas'd. 
to leſſen our affliction, by ſuffering it to befal us 
a ſuch a juncture, as could give no advantage to 
enemies abroad, or factious ſpirits at home, to 
prevent our preſent gracious ſovereign from peace · 
ably aſcending his father's throne, and becoming 
(as he was) a faithful guardian of all that ſubjecks 
can wiſh for or enjoy.
